No. SY- 24(4) /65. — A Committee known as Ship Ancillary 
Industries Committee, was set up with effect from 15th 
November 1957, with a composition of only official members 
of Departments concerned with the Ship-building and Ship- 
repairing industry, with the following terms of reference : — 

(i) to discuss the question of standardising the material 
and ancillary equipment required for ship-building 
and ship-repair work and recommend which of them 
should be standardised for production in the country 
so as to minimise the foreign exchange expenditure; 

(Ii) to recommend on the steps to be taken to encourage 
the indigenous production of material and ancillary 
equipment required by the Ship-building and Ship- 
repairing industries; 

(iii) to examine the question of the training of personnel 
required for the development of the above ancillary 
industries and make suitable recommendations, 
keeping in view the steps that are already being 
taken by the Department of Transport in this con- 
nection; and 

(iv) to examine other technical problems which may be 
referred to it from time to time and make suitable 
recommendations thereon. 

2. It has now been decided to reconstitute this Committee 
in order that various Departments, interests connected with 
the Ship-building and Ship-repairing industry be represented. 
Accordingly the Ship Ancillary Industries Committee, has 
been reconstituted with effect from 26th February 1966, for 
a period of three years after which the need for its further 
continuance will be reviewed, and with the following compo- 
sition of the members : —

3. The Committee shall have power to co-opt. representa- 
tives of local interests as members for a meeting, if necessary. 

4. The Committee win have its Headquarters at Bombay 
and all work connected with the Ship Ancillary Industries 
Committee will be carried out by the Directorate General of 
Shipping, Commerce House, Ballard Estate, Bombay. 

5. The above Committee may consult the Shipowners, 
representatives of the Ship-building and Ship -rep airing indus- 
tries and if necessary, examine their representatives as wit- 
nesses during the course of their deliberations. The Com- 
mittee is also authorised to invite and examine, with the 
permission of the Government, one or two foreign experts on 
particular problem. Further the Committee may co-opt. a 
knowledgeable and practical person from among the ship 
owners and of other connected interests. 

6. The Committee will meet once in three months and not 
more than four times in a year and will report annually to 
Government the work done by them, their recommendations 
and the implementation of the latter. 

7. The official and non-official members will be entitled to 
DA/TA as admissible under the Central Government rules 
issued from time to time. However, the official member* will 
draw their TA/DA from their respective Departments/ 
offices, etc.
